THE BALANCE OF POWER. 


After an intéfval of nearly three years Ne; 
German Emperor has once more paid a visit to 
the Austrian capital. His arrival was marked 
by no spe:ial incident except that a feminine 
admirer threw a botqaet into the carriage 
in which the Emperor of Anstria and hig 
Imperial gaest were seated, to the momen- 
tary /pertarbation of the police, who, after 
recent happenings in another European ca- 
pita], must té inclined to issne 4 standing 
order whenever Royal personages pass through 
the streets, “No flowers, by request.” The 
German Kaisar is described as looking in 
excellent health, and as being in hia habitual 


‘| high spirits, and the Austrian semi-official 


Press is Jaying stress upoa the personal as- 
pect of his visit, which visit, we are assured, 


_|ia due to Kaiser William’s desire to meat 


his venerable host onca.moce, rather than t) 
any political considerations, «xcept, of course, 

the equally natoral wish t> emphasiza the 

friendship between the two Sovereigns. 

That, however, is not precisely the point ot 
view from which the Imperial visit is regarded 
by, at least, a section of ‘the Press in Berlin. 

While the Austrian journalists are particalarly 
anxious to underline the porely personal 

character of the: visit, their German brethren 

—or some of them—take the opportunity to. 
review the events of the past twelve months, 

and to refer once more to the services which 
Aastria rendered to Germany at Algeciras, 

services which’ were’ described by Kaiser Wil- 
liam himself in his telegram to Count Gola- 
chowski as those of “a brilliant second” on 
the duelling ground. ‘The phrase—so cha- 
racteristic, of the natural impetuosity of its 
author—was one which, on refizctior, he mast. 
have bean sorry he had used, as being an 
implied rebake to the third member of tha 

Triplice. It the attitade of Austria, ‘Jar le 
terrain,” had been -irreproachable, the same, - 
as the telegram plainly suggested, could not 
ba said of the behaviour of Italy. As a matter 
of fact that was trae enpugh—from the German 
atandpoint. Signor Viscoati Venosta and his 
Government did-not forget that Italy is a 
Mediterranean Power, and thaf, as such, she- 
has a'direct interest in preserving the best 
‘possible relations with France, Spain, and 
England (the other Mediterraneay Powers) 


_ | which is lacking in the case of Germany, as in 


that of Anstria. Italy’s entrance into the 

Triple Alliance. was determined by reasons 
which wore, -at the time, pertectly good and 
snffisient ; bat these reasors did not imply any 

obligation to submit to be taken in tow by’ - 
Germany upon every conceivable oc:asion, 
and least of all when the question at issae was - 
a Mediterraneai anid North African  1eation, 

in which Italy had definite iiterests which her 

allies. had- not. 

So rapidly, however, does the world move, 
nowadays, that Algeciras, with all its frictions 
a1 joalousies, is rapidly receding into th3 
twilight of anc‘ent history. -O.e may take it 
for granted that, at this time of day, tha Ger- 
man Emperorhas no desire whatever to per- 
petuate any temporary feling of irritation 
which may have possessed either. himself or 
his subjects at the refasal of the Italian Go- 
varnment»to play the German game at the 
cost of the obvious interests of Italy. [ndeed, 
the very contrary would seem to be the case. 
With the Anglo French entente firmly establieh- 
ei; with England connected, throogh succes- 
give Royal marriages, with Norway, Sweden, 
and Spain; with the’ approaching visit f 
the British flset to Cronstadt, and the mani- 
fest desire for a frank nnderstanding be 
tween London and St, Petersburg, German 
diplomacy must needs feel that this isa tims 
when it is particularly desirable to strengthen 
the ties which bind Germany to hercwn Allies. 
The German hegemony of the Continent, which 
has resulted from the military collapse of

FIRE IN CAIRO. 


An ontbreak of fire ocourréd in Gairo shortly 
before midnight on ‘l'aesday in a house adjoin- 
ing the Alcszar Parisien music-hal], but thanks 
to the eftorts of the City Fire Brigade, it did 
not assume serious proportions. | 

The first warning was given by a cloud of 
smoke which was ‘seen to issue from a corner 
room of the third storey of tha house, and before 
many minutes flames were leaping into the 
air. Within seven minutes of the first sign 
of fire the brigade arrived and in a very short 
space of time a hose was attached to a hydrant 
and tbe work of fighting the enemy was began. 
The success with which the firemen were 
working was not apparent, however, until the 
“volunteer engine” (as it is called) was in fall 
play, and not a few of the huge’ crowd which 
had collected, in their ignorance of the fact 
that a-hore was already quietly playing on 
the flames from behind, criticised the move- 
mente of the brigade. In twelve minutes 
they were comforted by the noisy pulsations 
of the little engine, and when, in the space 
of twenty-two minates. from the first warn- 
ing, they saw the last flame displaced by dully 
glowing embers they realised the unjastness 
of their criticism and onanimously attered a 
hoarse shont of praise. . 

The destruction was confined to*the three’ 
rooms of the top storey and the roof of the 
house, and an evidence of the cleverness with 
which the work was done is the saving of a 
gmall chamber which was in the very centre of 
the flames. It has been our pleasant daty on 
several oceasions to congratulate Captain Blake 
on the eftectiveness of the brigade under his 
command. ‘The fire of which wa write is 
bat another illastration of the perfect training 
of the men and the scientifis manner in which 
the work is directed by himself and his officers. 
Congratalations are also due to the police for 
the material assistance which they rendered in 
keeping the crowd at a proper distance.

THE KHEDIVE AND THE ULEMA- 


PILGRIMAGE DE LUXE. 


- INDIAN RAJAH’S STRANGE VISIT 
TO JERUSALEM. 


In a leading article ‘Al Lewa,” commenting 
On the spsech delivered by H. H. the Khedive 
in the presence of the Ulema at Ras-El-Tin 
Palace, previous to his departare for Con- 
stantinople, makes the following remarks: — 

The Mohamedans of the whole world require 
the Khedive to originate a permanent, system 
of religious education in Al Azhar University 
and among the Ulema Board of Alexandria, 
so that the same educational spirit may be 
infused into all the religious institutions of 
Egypt. His Highness should select reliable 
teachers to undertake this serious and 
beneficent task, without fearing blame, 
hostile criticism, riot, plot, or revolation!! 
Should he resolve to eft.ct sach a change 
he would be sapported by every géod Mos- 
lem. The world has obvionsly changed and’ 
success has now became dependert on science 
and thorough education. Those who discass 
matters of moment now ask one another to 
what cause can the backwardness of the Mos- 
lems of the present day be due ; and also how 
it has come to pass that foreigners have taken 
such a firm hold of the Mostem ‘countries “of 
the world, stripping them of their ancient in- 
fluence. Shoald H:H. ‘the ‘Emir ofi Byypt‘be 
really desirous to see Islamic teaching prosper 
in this country he should take into considera- 
tion the above views. He should also realise 
that the advancement of the Moslems cannot 
be ‘arrivéd ‘at’ by mesns” of those Uiéthx who: 
require nothing of the world but to be allowed 
to live ; and who know nothing of the history 
of Moslem greatness or the science of the pre- 
sent epoch. This reform can never be brought 
about but by Ulema who ara conversant with 
all the causes of the prosperity of Mohamedans 
in the past, and of their backwardness in the 
present ; by Ulema who know thé political 
movements of ‘the present world, the strength, 
the ‘position, and the policy of every Govern- 
ment ; by Ulema who are satisfied to work 
for the good of Islam, and who do not sacrifice 
their religion and nation for money’s sake. 
Such arethe Ulenia whom the na‘ion requires 
to be her'guides, and, ia ths meantine, Egypt 
prays his Highness to discover them and thas 
change darkness into light.

The strictly non-political visit of the Ger- 
man Emperor to the Emperor Francis Joseph 
has had, after sll, a political. seqne'. As the’ 
“Politische Correspondenz” puts it, no doubt 


with perfect correctness, bat with a certain | 


naiveté, ‘a political effect has come, so to say, 
ly itself.” This effect is. the joint telegram 
despatched in the name of the two Emperors 
to their ‘‘third true ally” the King of Italy. 
We have never been among those who 
believed that the Triple Alliance had ceased 
to count reriourly as a .factor in European 
politics. We have recognizad that its signifi- 
cance has been altered by fresh groupings and 
developments among the Powers ; but that 
must be the fate of every sing’e compact. 
Nothing—not even a diplomatic instrament — 
can remain unaffected by the movement of 
the world. But that is far from saying that 
time has gravely impaired its value. There 
is significance, in such a case, in the mere 
survival of the written letter ; it is a memorial 
of obligations co:tracted and of the mutual 
interests that led the allies to contract them. 
Yet much more, of course, must depend on the 
spirit in which they regard thoss obligations. 
It says not a little for the Triple Alliance 
that it has succeeded in proving its atility in 
a very changed diplomatic world. (*Times.’’) 
A Formal Prociamation, 

The German Emperor has often visited 
Vienna without opening the wire to Rcme ; 
two members of the Triple Al'iance have ofte: 
entertained one another withont pub‘ic official 
menticn of tha third. So that there is an 
obvious significance intended to attach to the 
“sincere, united expression of unalterable 
friendship” telégraphed by the two Kaisers to 
King Victor, and to the King of Italy’s assu- 
racce of his “faithfal and inviolabla amity.” 
Here is a formal proclamation to all whom 
it may concern that the ‘I'riple Alliance still 
stands as ore of the great dominating factors 
of the Exropean situation, (‘ Telograph.”) 


Germany not isolated, 

“Thus the phantom of the isolation of the 
German people fades into nothingness, After 
such mavifestations, after these assurances of 
‘aviolable loyalty, faith in the firm cohesion of 
the Trip’e Alliarco must revive. ‘The meeting 
at Vienna has given the world a new pledge of 
peace.” (‘Neue Freie Presse,” Vienna.) 


‘“‘Miuch-Desired Enlightenment.” 

“Tt remains certain that there was nothing 
in the sitaation to turnish a political reason 
for the Emperor .William’s visit ; but a political 
effect has come, so to say, by itself—the much- 
desired enlightenment of the world concerning 
the present_ard=the fature of the Triple Al- 
liance.” (‘'Politische Corresponderz,” Vienna.)

The Money Market. 


The outlook is still improving, but the feeling 


| of uncertainty which has pervaded this market 


for such a lengthened period has not yet 
passed away. This is evidenced by the different 
status of the short and long credits, and by the 
steadiness of the Discount Market. Call money 
for several days past has been easily obtainable 
at about 2 to 247, but weekly loans have 
generally stood at nearly 1% dearer. The 
reason is not far to seek: dealers stand in 
constant fear lest the Bank of England 
should stepin at any moment and absorb all 
surplus supplies in order to protect the present 
weak reserve. It is not, however, unreasonable 
to look torward to a better complexion ere long. 
The Continental exchanges sre in a quite 
heal'hy position, and the American ¢xchange 
need caase no uneasiness, being about one per 
cent. above danger point, with a steady ten- 
dency. Then, again,the price of bar gold remains 
at 77s. 9d., so that the Bank should be able to 
secure nearly all the raw metal which is 
arriving daily, and a fair amount of coins 
shonid now be returning from the provinces. 

To-day’s quotations are as follows: Call 
money 2%, weekly loans 237 discounts 3 8 7 
for three months’ bills, It is felt that there ia 
an under-carrent of ease, for tha Joint Stock 
Bauks are willing takers of bills at 38%, 
and the discount houses have reduced their 
allowance on money at call and on deposit to 
23 and 3% respectively. 

The Bank return was somewhat disappoint- 
ing, for although “Other Deposits” have gone 
up to 444 millions, the reserve is lower by over 
£190,000, notwithstanding the influx of over 
£700,0 0 in gold from abroad. This is, of 
course,dae to the flow of coin to the provinces. 
As mentioned avove, this should retari very 
shortly. 


The Stock Markets. 


The ideal weather, which commencad with 
the Whitsun holiday, and has continued to 
favour us throughout, the week, presented to 
many members of the Stock Exchange a strong 
temptation to extend thiir period of absence 
from town, and os there was little prospeot 
of a seriogs commencement of business being 
made for some days, they fell easy victims 
to the temptation. The result has been ao 
halfempty ‘House,” ands prevailing spirit 
of idleness—for the holiday feeling has been 
predominant among those who have pat in 
an appearance. The obvious result is there- 
fore that dealings have been at a minimum. 
The tone of the markets has been. good, 
however, and this ia very satisfactory as 
giving promisa of better things to come. 

The feature of the week hes beea the 
splendid holiday traffic retarns of the rail- 
ways. T'he London and North Western leads 
with a magnificent increase of £48,000, while 
the Great Western follows this up with 
£40,800, the Midland with £35,355, and the 
North Eastern £21,447, while there are several 


other gains of over £10,007. These results | 4 


have exceeded all expectations, but, remark- 
able to relate, the effect on the market for 
home railway shares bas been almost nil. 
We are being told that this indifterence is 
largely the result of fears of labour troubles, 
and interfering legislation. Whilst the anfor- 
tunate tendency of the Government to-day 
to the democratic vote doubtless gives caase 
for some uneasine3s, the danger from this 
quarter appears to be over-eatimated. It is 
not conceivab'e that the rank and file of 
the Liberal party, which probably nombers 
as many capitalists interested in the railways 
as does the party now in opposition, is likely 
to allow itself to ba intimidated by extre- 
mists of the typa3 of Mr. Keir Hardie and 
his friends. 

Satisfaction is expressed here at the an- 
nouncement thata Committee of the House of 
Representatives at Washington has ordered a 
favourable report to be made on the Fowler 
Bill. The Bi!!, which provides for a system of 
credit currency, adjustable ta varying busines; 
demands, is calculated to obviate the money- 
panics which have been so frequent in the 
States during the autamn in past years. It 
authorises National Banks to is ue bank-notes 
for a sum not excseding 50 per cant. ot their 
psid-op and unimpaired capital without depo- 
siting Government bonds as secarity for them, 
the amount not to exceed each bank’s secured 
noter, and the total of both issues not to 
excead the unimpaired paid-up capital. The 
Committee’s favourable attitade is considered 
a good guarantee that the Bill will now be 
passed into law. This is a consummation de- 
voutly to b3 wished, from tha point of view not 
only of Wall Strect but also of the Stock 
Exchange here and the Continental bourses, as 
its operation would inevitably exercise a very 
beneficial effect upon money conditions, and 
simultaneously upon share market business. 

The ramours of an early announcement res: 
pecting the Irish Land isaue, which has been 
so long expected, is just now acting as a bogey 
in the gilt-edged market. The sooner thisis out 
of the way the better will it ba for this section.
